The instrument is a laser, 
which amplifies light waves 
the way other electronic equip- 
ment amplifies radio waves.

Neighbors Protest; 


Permission to operate a pro- 
posed private high school here 
was denied by planning com- 
missioners Monday night. 

They agreed with petitioners 
and members of an audience 
of about 90, who said they felt 
it would be inappropriate to 
operate the school at the 2'- 
acre Morton Baruh estate at 
1340 Arbor Road. 

They conceded that they felt 
that such a high school was a 
good thing for the area, but 
suggested its backers find a 
larger site elsewhere. 

The proposal for the high 
school, which would have a 
student body of about 150, had 
its backers, too. 

City Planning Consultant 
Robert Ironside said he had 
eight letters favoring the 
school and 10 opposing it. 
Besides that, however, the 
proposal was met with a pe- 
tition signed by 71 residents. 

Ironside pointed out that the 
Arbor Road area, though in 
the city’s “residential estate” 
zone, is largely institutional. 
The frontage across the street 
includes that of two churches, 


a parochial school and a con- 
vent. 

Speaking for the school was 
Aubrey Fairfax, who presented | 
a petition signed by 370 per-| 
sons from over a wide area. | 


He also presented a petition 
signed by neighbors of the Wil- 
kins School in San Francisco, | 
which would be the “parent” | 
school of the one proposed for | 
this area.

The pilot program’s director, 
Dr. Elizabeth Steinke, origin- 
ally had requested an exten- 
sion until 1965, but the school 
board decided Tuesday to ap- 
prove it on a year-to-year basis.

State law requires that all 
public school children from 
sixth grade up must be en- 
rolled in foreign language clas- 
ses beginning in 1965. 

Dr, Steinke is a strong pro 
ponent of multiple language 
teaching in the grades and 
hopes to fortify this position 
through an extension. 

The teaching of Spanish as 
a solo foreign language in the 
grades has been most favored 
by the state’s Department of 
Public Instruction.

Mateo, Redwood City and 
Menlo Park and the San Mateo 
County Free Library would 
make it possible. 

PROVIDES FUNDS 


Passage of the bill would 
grant money to facilitate the 
establishment of the system 
(establishment grant) and 
through the additional per 
capita grant, the new system 
could be straightened and serv- 
ices improved. 


Each library would be able 
to increase its book resources 
and through cooperation, 
broaden the scope and depth 
of materials available through- 
out the county. 


No one library is able to 
carry all the books of a given 
specialty: but each one could 
specialize in one or more fields. 
The Peninsula Librarian’s As- 
sociation already has sparked 
an informal co@peration in this 
line. 

Redwood City Library, in 
the heart of the electronic in- 
dustrial area, is developing its 
collection of books in this field. 
Farther south on the peninsula, 
Mountain View is also specializ- 
ing in electronics, and in addi- 
tion, philosophy and religion. 

Menlo Park has two spe- 
cialties, gardening and busi- 
ness, San Mateo County Free 
library has a valuable collec- 
tion of rare and current 
books on California. This is 
only a beginning. 

The PLA is tentatively try- 
ing a similar method of broad- 
ening the scope of periodical 
holdings through the addition 
of new titles, and indexes, and 
expanded holdings of back 
files, since storage is a prob- 
lem for every library. 

In addition, passage of the 
bill could aid in the expansion 
of document holdings. 

Greatly augmented reference 
services, available to every citi- 
zen in the county, would be 
possible. Files of the New York 
Times and magazines could be 
put on micro-film and reader- 
printers to make these avail- 
able would be possible. No 
money is now ready for this.

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As We See It: 


Economic Value 
Of Education 


Last week on this page, State Assemblyman Carl 
Britschgi was quoted as saying that school finance prob- 
lems appeared to be something that the state legislature 
could count on having to face for generations to come. 

No doubt he is right. 

But there comes to hand a paper, written by the Menlo 
Park School District’s board of trustees chairman, William 
Platt, which somehow makes the onerousness of the burden 
of the cost of education a bit lighter. 

Platt, a division head at Stanford Research Institute, 
looks at the “cost of education” from an economist’s point of 
view; that is, he sees it as an investment from which a 
return is to be derived. Even education has to justify 
itself on the basis of value received. 

Here are some quotes from his paper, too long to be 
summarized here: 

“, . . Economic growth of California and the United 
States is essential to the achievement of national and free 
world aspiration. .. . 

“The economy grows through investment. Investment 
increases the productivity of our people and of our plant 
and equipment. . . . Education, along with research and 
development and the building of physical capital is an in- 
vestment. The current investment in the United States is 
about $22 billion in forma leducation; $12 billion in re- 
search and development, and $40-$50 billion in plant and 
equipment. Is this balanced, and is education getting its 
share? .. . 

“(Another ) point is that comparative education shows 
dramatically the economic and social contribution of edu- 
cation. Japan’s century of development after the Meiji 
restoration owes greatly to a major investment in education. 
The Republic of the Philippines has surged into democratic 
independence and growth, largely by virtue of a broad base 
of education designed during the islands’ association with 
the United States. .. . 

“What insights do we gain by looking at other coun- 
tries having advanced economies? Western European 
countries have not had as universal an educational struc- 
ture as the United States. As they have chalked up re- 
markable economic growth in the last 10 years, they have 
encountered shortages of talent, particularly managerial, 
technical and highly skilled. And policymakers in those 
countries are beginning to make the correct diagnosis that 
underinvestment in education is the real limitation on future 
economic growth. They are setting about to double educa- 
tion investments during the next decade. Let this be early 
warning to us. The dynamics of our affluent technology 
and of our domestic and international obligations will catch 
up with our talent supply too. . . .” 

' These quotes aren’t the only ones which Platt makes 
in his paper. 

_ But it is significant that, for once, education is regarded 
as a factor in economic growth — not as a separate entity 
relating to nothing whatever except “getting the kids 
through school.” 

Even the economic battleaxes who decry the expense 
of education ought to be able to derive some sort of satis- 
faction out of the realization that it is a meaningful part of 
the economy, as such. 3 

Be as materialistic as you want to be. Consider educa- 
tion as totally useless, unless it pays for itself. Pay no 
attention to such abstractions as personal satisfaction, the 
arts, the ability of people to understand and appreciate. 


Just consider education as a factor in the economy, like 
nuts and bolts. 


It’s a good thing to invest in.

Municipal Report: 


Valley Language Program 


For the past three years the 
Portola Valley Elementary 
School District has conducted 
a pilot program of multiple 
foreign languages for sixth, 
seventh and eighth graders. 
The first two years offered 
‘French and German, and at 
the beginning of the 1962-63 
school year Spanish was added 
to the curriculum. 

Recently, Dr. Elizabeth Stein- 
ke, the program’s director, re- 
quested that the pilot program 
be extended until 1965 to al- 
low continued study and devel- 
opment of the tri-lingual in- 
struction. The program was or- 
iginally scheduled to end this 
June. 

The success of the Portola 
Valley experiment is evident 
considering the fact that 41 
of the 65 eighth graders now 
enrolled in foreign language 
have received advanced 
placement in Woodside High 
School’s language depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Steinke is stumping for 
the extension to fortify the 
multiple language approach in 
1965, the year state law will 
require all sixth through 
eighth grade students to be en- 
rolled in a foreign language 
class. The trend in California 
has been to promote the study 
of one foreign language, Span- 
ish, for the elementary school 
level. 

If such a trend prevails, Dr. 
Steinke persuasively argues, 
the following disadvantages 
and consequences should be 
considered: 

“1. Pupils in a kindergarten 
through eighth grade system 
will take at least three years 
of Spanish without, however, 
achieving full mastery of the 
spoken, written and literary 
language. 

“2. Pupils having done poor- 
ly in Spanish will try another 
foreign language in high 


school. They may again be un- 
successful or unable to reach 


the second year recommending 
C grade in their new foreign 
language choice. As a conse- 
quence, their foreign language 
background is meaningless and 
disappointing to them. 

“3. Pupils having done well 
in elementary school Spanish 
will continue the same langu- 
age in high school for some 
time and their numbers will in- 
flate the high school Spanish 
enrollment at the expense and 
detriment of the other foreign 
languages offered in high 
school. Certain foreign langu- 
ages other than Spanish are 
highly desirable for college en- 
trance and for certain types 
of college programs. 

“4. Students who realize or 
are counseled to the effect that 
languages other than Spanish 
are desirable for college en- 
trance and college programs, 
especially at the graduate lev- 
els, will readily abandon the 
study of Spanish— in which 
they did well but are far from 
having reached any lasting 
mastery — and switch to the 
foreign language of their 
choice in high school. For this 
foreign language they will 
have four years of time in their 
high school ‘program if they 
choose to take more than the 
mere college entrance require- 
ment of two ,and at best three 
years of high school foreign 
language. The newly chosen 
high school foreign language 
is also acquired incompletely 
because of lack of time or in- 
terest and lasting mastery on 
al four levels of skill is unlike- 
ly to be accomplished.” 

Dr. Steinke points out that 
one of the purposes of intro- 
ducing the new law to gov- 
ern foreign language study 
in California is to assure a 
sequence of years, a block of

time, sufficient to permit 
students to achieve mastery 
in one foreign language. 

“To promote Spanish-Eng- 
lish bilingualism for California 
may be desirable for some peo- 
ple, but certainly not for all 
when we consider the lack of 
time in programming a needed 
and often required different 
or a second foreign language,” 
she continues. ‘Necessary pro- 
grams in English, history, 
mathematics, and the sciences 
fill already to the brim our 
present high school curricu- 
lums and only those students 
little inclined toward the sci- 
ences will want to become tri- 
lingual by carrying two for- 
eign languages to a high level 
of achievement.” 

Dr. Steinke concludes that 
“the early choice of one of sev- 
eral foreign languages there- 
fore seems advisable and a 
multiple foreign language pro- 
gram, initiated in the sixth 
grade and coordinated with 
and carried through high 
school offers sound possibili- 
ties to all students for a suc- 
cessful and fruitful foreign lan- 
guage study.” 

All this is solid and sond 
support for multiple languages 
which, happily, the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction 
may be moving toward. 

The truly determining fac- 
tor for the establishment of a 
multiple foreign language pro- 
gram in the elementary school 
is in any case the existing high 
school foreign language pro- 
gram, Dr. Steinke adds. 

“Though not established 
without any possibility for 
change, such as new foreign 
language offerings, new meth- 
ods, etc., the high school pro- 
gram must be the core program 
to which the elementary dis- 
tricts orient themselves in or- 
der to hecome foreign langu- 
age feeder schools.” 


Legislature Eyes Boxing

Outright abolition of profes- 
sional boxing is the latest legis- 
lative proposal to hit newspa- 
per headlines. In reaction to 
the serious injury of a contest- 
ant in a Los Angeles bout, 
which later caused his death, 
two Assemblymen have intro- 
duced a couple of measures 
which would put a quick end to 
commercialized boxing if pass- 
ed. 


The first is a constitutional 
amendment, which would ap- 
pear on the November, 1964, 
ballot, and which would repeal 
the present authorization by 
the voters for professional 
bouts. The second is a resolu- 
tion requiring action by both 
houses, which would instruct 
the state athletic commission 
to suspend all boxing licenses 
immediately. In effect, the lat- 


ter would put an abrupt stop 


to the sport. even before vot- 
ers could pass on the proposed 
amendment. 


A constitutional amend- 
ment is necessary to invoke 
a permanent ban on prize- 
fights. In 1924, the voters ap- 
proved an initiative measure 
which legaiized professional 
boxing matches and set up 
the athletic commission to li- 
cense participants and super- 
vise the maiches. 


In 1932, the constitution was 
amended to permit the legisla- 
ture to amend the basic law as 
necessary, but not to abolish 
boxing, to do which requires 
another vote of the people. 

Another line of legislative 
approach to greater safety in 
prize-fighting will be used in 


proposed legislation which 
would revise existing rules gov- 
erning boxing equipment, 
matches, and contestants. The 
Assemblyman author has de- 
clared that positive and drama- 
tic steps must be taken toward 
greater safety if boxing is to be 
preserved as a major sport. 


During our first 1962 special 
session, a house resolution was 
adopted in the Assembly call- 
ing for an investigation of box- 
ing by an interim committee. 
This action was triggered by a 
ring death in New York which 
brought nation-wide publicity. 


The Assembly Committee on 
Governmental Efficiency and 
Economy held hearings on the 
mater, and received a number 
of suggestions for improve- 
ment in law and practices from

MORE ON LIQUOR 
Editor, the Recorder: Q 

In one of the editorials in last week’s issue of the 
Recorder, the idea was put forth that it would be advisable 
to scatter the bars and taverns throughout the residential 
areas in order to make it more convenient for those who 
drink to get their beer and liquor. Also to let the bars and 
taverns come closer to the campuses of the colleges and 
universities, so that students would not endanger anyone as 
they drove home after a visit to their favorite drinking 
establishments. 

After two wild parties over the weekend, one in a 
home in the unincorporated area south of Redwood City 
where police found empty beer cans extending from the 
floor to the ceiling in the kitchen; and the other, a party 
in a Los Altos estate where according to the newspaper 
account, “a thousand rioting students turned a Los Altos 
estate into a huge mess and left a ‘calling card’ which 
owners this morning estimated it would cost thousands of 
dollars to repair,” we had better change our thinking about 
making the availability of beer and liquor easier for the 
young people. 


According to the story, it took the police 45 minutes 
to break up the Los Altos party after police and police dogs 
had been called in from another community to help. 

Where can we place the blame for the bad conduct of 
some of our young people? Can we blame the home, the 
school as is it some other detrimental environment? 

I believe the home and the school have a very impor- 
tant place in the growth and development of the young 
people. I must agree with a statement made by a health 
official in another county as he was quoted editorially in 
regard to the troubles of our young people. He said, “the 
increased permissiveness of parents, their extreme busy- 
ness, the availability of money and cars which makes for 
mobility and makes sexual experimentation so beckoning.” 
Parents could help their young people by giving them more 
time and attention. If the young people do not get the 
right start in the home, the school is conducting a losing 
battle to make up for the lack of parental discipline. 

I believe as parents and voters, we should have laws 
passed that would prohibit any bar and or tavern within a 
five mile radius of any school. We may not keep all young 
people from drinking but we can make it harder for them 
to obtain liquor. 

Dr. John L. C. Coffin, Health Education Department, 
Los Angeles City Schools, offers this advice in solving the 
problem of drinking in California when he says: “The only 
solution that I can see is a widespread, persistent, and 
enlightened program of education directed at our school 
children and the general public. 

“Particularly the younge people must be brought to 
realize that alcoholism is no respecter of age, sex, class 
economic or social position, educational attainments or iu 
tellectual capacity.” 

Certainly such a program is needed in a state such as 
California where we have one million alcoholics and three 
million problem drinkers.

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DISAPPROVES BOUNDARIES 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Your recent editorial approving the boundary decision 
made by the Sequoia High School Board is hardly con- 
sistent with your policy of promoting educational excellence. 
Although ethnic balance often goes hand-in-hand with edu- 
cational balance, it is chiefly the latter that has concerned 
the people who are directly involved in the boundary 
changes, as well as the college-oriented students presently 
enrolled at Ravenswood. Dr. Turner’s figures on the dis- 
crepancies between the programs at Ravenswood and 
Menlo-Atherton are damning in themselves, but still they 
do not show the full extent of the inequalities. Nowhere, 
for example, has Dr. Turner mentioned the fact that Rav- 
enswood does not presently offer Advanced Standing Eng- 
lish, nor the variety of SMSG math courses that are now 
nearly standard in the best high schools. For the children 
already entered in these programs at M.-A., the shift to 
Ravenswood will be very discriminatory —as indeed the 
present inadequacies of the Ravenswood curriculum are 
already discriminatory against the able students at that 
school. 

The Board has chosen to include such a small group 
of students in its new boundaries (while retaining the large 
remedial group) that it appears certain the Ravenswood 
School will not be filled to capacity and the Board will 
still be unable to offer a wide variety of courses and flexible 
scheduling. Since Dr. Turner has virtually promised to pro- 
vide an equal program, jt will no doubt be necessary to 
provide a great many extremely small classes at Ravens- 
wood; or else involve the students in an elaborate program 
of being bussed back to M.-A. for special courses. For 
children in our area, this will invoive some fourteen miles 
of bussing daily to get the program which they now receive 
at no transportation cost to the district. 

The present decision of the Board was opposed not 
only by residents of the Willows, but also by educational 
leaders in East Palo Alto, by the administration at Ravens- 
wood and Menlo-Atherton High Schools, and by two of the 
five members of the Board. The other three members of 
the Board clearly placed expediency above equality of 
educational opportunity. Although a Board is not obligated 
to legislate ethnic balance, it is surely obligated to provide 
educational balance for all children in the district.

lish and maintain an appren- 
tice system in boxing; second, 
that all training gymnasiums 
be licensed and supervised ,and 
third, that referees be ordered 
to stop any bout if a contestant 
has been knocked down three 
times. 

Wide publicity was aroused 
by the governor’s endorsement 
of the effort to abolish profes- 
sional boxing by constitutional 
amendment. He declared that 
competition for championship 
status, and the interstate char- 
acter of the business made it 
impossible to regulate it suc- 
cessfully. 

Members of the athletic com- 
mission, including a practicing 
physician, rose to the defense 
of boxing, and indicated that 
recommendations of the inter- 
im legislative committee could 
help improve the situation con- 
siderably.

South San Mateo County’s 
representatives in the state leg- 
fislature this week were split 
on whether or not boxing 
should be allowed in the state 
of California. 


man Carl A. Britschgi was call- 
ing for a referendum, under 
which the voters should decide 
whether professional boxing 
should be allowed in the state; 
on the other, 
Richard Dolwig of Atherton 
called for continuation of the 
sport but under more careful 
regulation. 

(Britschgi’s thoughts are to 
be found in the “Affairs of 
State” column on the editorial 
page.— Ed.) 

The assemblyman concedes, 
however, that amateur boxing, 
such as that done under close 
supervision at schools and col- 
leges, should not be a subject 
of the ban. 

Senator Dolwig, however, 
observed that he himself had 
been an amateur boxer during 
his college days. 

In an interview with the Re- 
corder, he added that expres- 
sions of Governor Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown, to the effect that 
boxing should be banned, was 
an alternative to making the 
administration appointed box- 
ing commission do its job.” 

Senator Dolwig said he felt 
that the machinery was availa- 
ble for the more careful regu- 
lation of professional boxing 
in the state. 

“Boxing in California is in 
terrible shape,” Dolwig declar- 
ed this week. “Something 
should be done to rectify the 
situation. 

“Some legislators have asked 
for outright banning of the

School Disrict 
Insurance 
Premiums Cut 


Because of “good experi- 
ence,” Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict’s insurance premium for 
1962-63 is $105 less than was 
anticipated and the amount 
which can be budgeted for the 
next school year is $64 less 
than that. 

This was the high point of 
the annual insurance review 
of the districts’ policies by Jo- 
seph Roberts, representing the 
district's insurance carriers. 

The estimated premium for 
the current school year was 
$6685.85, Roberts said. But be- 
cause of low losses, the actual 
premium to be paid is $6580. 

The premium for the next 
school year, if experience 
holds, should be $6516, he add- 
ed. 

Roberts also pointed out that 
a recent legislative measure 
to allow use of district funds 
ito cover the liability of indi- 
vidual board members current- 
ly is under study by the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty Un- 
derwriters. 

He said a report on this 
form of insurance and its cost 
would be submitted as soon as 
a final interpretation is made.

If money for the revision and 
updating of the master plan 
becomes available from the 
government, the city will 
match the funds and Williams 
& Mocine will be assigned the 
planning task. 

Mayor William R. Lawson 
explained he was supporting 
the master plan revision. 

“For 10 years, we’ve had 
a master plan which has 
been very useful as a guide 
for our development. How- 
ever, many recent problems 
haven’t seemed to fit in with 
the standards laid down in 
the original master plan 
drawn up for a city of be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000,” 
Lawson said. 

Now the city has 27,000 resi- 
dents and is feeling the impact 
of communities developing ad- 
jacent to it, he said. 

“We need a reevaluation of 
our objectives and guidelines,” 
Lawson concluded. 

Councilman Ira Bonde agreed 
that Menlo Park needed to take 
a new look at “how we fit into 
Peninsula development . . . we 
must try to find out what our 
destiny might be.” 

“We need a new departure 
point,” said Councilman Mi- 
chael Belangie. His motion 
to allow negotiations with 
Williams & Mocine was sec- 
onded by Councilman James 
Calloway.

One of Atherton’s truly epi- 
curean cooks is Mrs. Walton 
Wickett who makes a habit of 
fine performance — culinarily, 
in the volunteer work she does 
for such organizations as the 
Peninsula Volunteers and as a 
pianist.

America. Cannelloni and man- 
icotti are characterized by Sun- 
set as demanding considerable 
effort and as being perfect 
when the hostess is cooking for 
a select audience. 

Mrs. Wickett’s recipe is re- 
printed below: 

SPICY SWISS STEAK 

1 large beef steak 
(about 2 pounds) 
About % cup flour 

2 tabisps. bacon drippings 
or shortening. 

1 clove garlic, minced or 
mashed 


2 bay leaves, finely chop- 
ped 

% tsp. ground ginger | 

% tsp. marjoram 

% tsp. pepper 


1% tblesps. dry red wine or 
vinegar 
1 can (10 oz.) beef bouil- 
lon 


About % cup water 


Pound flour into steak to 
coat both sides. In a large fry- 
ing pan, or Dutch oven, heat 
drippings or shortening; add 
meat and brown well on both) 
sides. Meanwhile blend to-| 
gether garlic, bay, ginger, mar-| 
joram, pepper and wine or) 
vinegar. Spread evenly over 
the top of the browned steak. 
Transfer steak to a baking dish 
(or leave it in the frying pan 
or Dutch oven if it is ovenware 
and has a tight lid); pour over 
bouillon and water. Cover and 
bake in a moderately slow oven 
(325 degrees) for 2 to 2% 
hours. Baste several times with 
the liquid in the pan, and add} 
a little more water, if neces- 
sary.
